Last Sunday evening a very im­ 
portant shipment arrived in Ben­ 
senville on the Milwaukee railroad. 
It consisted of a monster tank 
measuring 68 t IO in. in length, ll 
ft. ll in. wide a ai when loaded in 
flat cars the tai k to waved lo ft 3 11 
in. above the rail. Its weight alone 
was 366,000 pounds, it was loaded 
on two I*. L. E. flat tars, each car 
having six pair of wheels under it 
to carry this tremendous load. The 
tank was made by the A. O. Smith 
company of Milwaukee and is be­ 
ing shipped to Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
for use in putting out gasoline. On 
account of its great width and 
height it was necessary to map out 
a route where there was no ob­ 
structions

the shipment will, without doubt 
travel several hundred miles fur­ 
ther than it would if it could he 
shipped direct. This shipment also 
has the distinction of traveling by
